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The following bibliography lists articles, 
studies, reports of research, monographs, books, 
and bibliographical sources which we consider 
central to the teaching and learning of foreign 
languages. We have been guided by the stipula- 
tions of the American Council on the Teaching 
of Foreign Languages, which specify for in- 
clusion items on pedagogy in modern foreign 
languages, classical languages, English as a 
second language, and applied linguistics. 

This bibliography may be considered the 
prologue to the ACTFL Bibliography, an an- 
nual listing which began in Foreign Language 
Annals l,i(October 1967). It cites items pub- 
lished mainly from 1920 to 1966, and it includes 
a few very important documents of earlier date

which have had a major impact on the pro- 
fession. 

We think this selection of references can be 
useful for the researcher, the methods teacher, 
the supervisor, and the classroom teacher. The 
researcher should find it relatively easy, by the 
classification system, to review the literature 
pertinent to his investigation; the methods 
teacher and the supervisor will find the bibliog- 
raphy helpful as a teaching tool and convenient 
as a resource for improving his own expertise; 
the classroom teacher will often be led to docu- 
ments that can help solve immediate problems. 
We hope this bibliography will arouse in for- 
eign language teachers an interest in the impor- 
tant, but now frequently forgotten, work done 
in the past, so that the profession may avoid 
wasting talent, time, and money on problems 
for which solutions already exist. 

Every item listed is classified by Section (e.g.. 
Psychology, Curriculum, Methods), Level (e.g.. 
Secondary, Graduate), and Language. Many 
studies done about problems in a particular 
language have been classified as “All Lan- 
guages” or “Multi-language,” since we judged 
the results of such studies to be more widely 
applicable than specifically intended. 

We have seen and evaluated more than 90 
percent of the documents cited. The remainder 
were included because they were cited and 
evaluated in at least four or more of the pre- 
viously published major bibliographical sources. 
Here, all such sources are cited and classified 
mainly as “Methods, Level 4, All Languages,” 
or “Methods, Level 6, All Languages.” We have 
excluded curriculum guides and other classroom 
resources since they have been adequately 
covered by the cited resource lists produced by 
the Modern Language Association and the 
U. S. Office of Education. 

A fundamental principle of the bibliography 
is that each item is entered only once, in the 
place where we believe it will attract the largest 
number of users. The attention of others is 
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called to it by cross references. Full coverage of 
any level or language is therefore contingent 
upon the use of cross references. A number in 
square brackets following a title refers to an 
item (a Festschrift or other analyzed collection) 
where complete data concerning the book may 
be found. 

Users may find studies they think important 
omitted from our selection; they may also find 
included studies they consider unimportant. We 
invite suggestions for additions or deletions 
which can be considered for a later revi'fion. 

We are especially indebted to Karl Heinz 
Evers for reviewing some of the documents, to 
Donald Ryberg, Shirley Krogmeier, Sefiora 
Gladys Braga, and Julie Archer for the typing 
and checking of entries. Most of all, we are 
deeply grateful for the assistance of John T.
